3. Attach Angle Brace (C) to dresser Carefully align the cut-out in the back panel over the Angle Brace (C). Secure 
in place with the Wood Screw (D) using the Phillips Head Screwdriver (E). Insert the drawers into the Dresser. See 
Illustration #2.
